Previous 
to his trcotti and during the years of 
1S99, 1900, 1901, 1S02 and 190!}, she 
says she entrusted money to her hus- 
band for investment. She says that 
daring these years, acting through her 
agent, she became mutually interested 
with Milter and others in the develop- 
ment ot oil lands near Lima, Ohio, 
gold producing lands -near Lexington, 
Ga., and a Joan ana--aonim«rclal busi- 
ness at Cleveland, an&.otber minor In- 
dnstriea.
